Ottawa, April 26. — Fifteen thousand people are homeless in Ottawa and Hull to- 
night. Three thousa)i<l dwellings, and l)uildings have been destroyed, and twenty million 
dollars' worth of property, has gone up in smoke. 

Fire which broke out in Hull, fanned by a sixty mile an hour gale, made a clean 
sweep there, including Eddy's splendid works, then crossed to Booth's, in Ottawa, wiped out 
the Chaudier district around the Canadian Pacific Station, and travelled west and soutlierly 
a mile and a half making a clean sweep. 

It is the greatest calamity which has ever overtaken this section. 
Montreal, and Brockvillc sent fire fighters, while men from Peterboro, Toronto, 
Hamilton and other places are now en route. 

Many homeless ones are to night quartered at the Drill Hall. 

London April 27. — The Times says editorially this morning: Great Britain must help 
Canada, who is lavishing her blood and treasure in South Africa, by contributing funds for 
the victims of the Ottawa fire."

Ottawa, April 27.— Five square inilos 
of city burncil over, more tban 2,500 
dwclliugs, factories, mills, stores nnd 
other buildings destroyed, entailing n 
loss cstimaed to reacli $20,000,000, nnd 
between 12:000 and 15,000 women nnd 
cliildrcn honipless, is the rough estiiiiate 
early tliis morning ut a Crc which has 
boeu raging at Hull aud in Ottawa since 
11 o'clock yesterday morning nnd up to 
inidniglit was not yet completely under 
control. 

Most of the lumber piles of Ottawa 
and Hull are now mere heaps of charred 
wood and ashes. Half a dozen churches 
and schools have been burned. 

The Eddy Compaay's paper pulp mills, 
match factory and their entire ostablish- 
ments, with the exception only of the 
sulphide works, which were out of the 
lino of Arc, have been destroyed. Krou- 
sons & Weston's mill, the Hull Lumber 
Company's mill, one of Booth's mills, 
tlie McKay Flour Milling Company's 
premises, one of the power houses of the 
Ottawa Electric Company, the lltiH 
waterworks, the Hull court house and 
gaol, the post oUlco, the convent, and 
almost every business place, as well as 
about 1,000 dwellings nnd shops in Hull 
have been destroyed. Indeed, practi- 
eally nothing of Hull is left but the big 
Itoman Catholic church and a few 
houses beyond it. 

The lire brolte out in the house of Mr. 
Kiroac, of Hidl. It is understood that 
Mrs. Kirone had jusl lit hor stove to got 
tlie family dinner, aud set the chimney 
on lire. The llames spread to the roof 
aud quickly communicated to adjoining 
houeos. and as thor(; was a heavy gale 
blowing at the time the lire very soon 
got beyond control.

As a gale was blowing from the north- 
west right in the direction of the lumbei

War OlUce Upon DifUculties of Main 
taiuing Equipment of the South 
African Army. 

London, April 2(1.— In Ihe House ol 
Conunons to-day James I.owther, Cmi- 
servative, was boartily cheered when h 
gave notice that lie would call iLtteiilion 
(111 .May 22 to Lord lloberts' recent 
Spion Kop despatches and move the 
pioiluction of further papers on the 
subiect. 

Mr. George Wyndliam, parliamentary 
secrt'lary of the war ollice, replying to 
questions, deelnred Lord lloberts had 
made no comment whatever on (Jen. 
I.ord Methuen's Magerstontcin opera- 
tions. Tsidther, be continned, did Lord 
Koberts' despatches indicate that the 
advance was either retarded or modihed 
bv the scarcity of remounts. At the 
same time the secretary declared it was 
true that the exiieiidituire of horse flesh 
bad exceeded all the estimates, and 
that the war ollico had invariably ex- 
ceeded the requisitions from South 
\frica The dilllcully in securing ships 
iiad handicapped the authorities, but 
alreadv this year Ihoy had sent out 
"7,041 horses and 17,14.^ mules as re- 
mounts, in addition to those accompany- 
ing the troops, and by the end of Aiay 
the remounts delivered would number 
•12.000 horses and 2.^,000 mules. Steps 
had also heen taken to supply the neces- 
sary rolling stock for the railroads, but 
as far as the government was aware 
the military problem before Lord Ttob- 
erts had not turneii on the question of 
remounts or rolling stock, but on Ihe 
fact that Lord Boberls had shitted his 
base from Oapetown to Bloemfonteiii, 
thus necessitating llie recapture and re- 
pair of the railroad and clearing of the 
line of conmiunicalion for a distance of 
7ri0 miles on a single^ track with a ris(> 
of ■[.')0<\ feci.

There is a highway roa.l 
between the two towns, and the dis- 
tance is about 15 miles. It is quite pos- 
sible that whcu the enemy reach 
Ladybrand they may '"id our men ready 
to meet them. A despatch of yesterday, 
dated at Dewetsdorp, said: " Gen. 
French is creating a position here." We 
lake leave to doubt that French with his 
cavalry will remain stationary in that 
town while the enemy iire lleeing north- 
ward. He may hover in the roar of 
Kuniile's force to check any attack in 
that direction from Olivier's cum- 
uiando. which is supposed to be some- 
where to the south; but it is safest to 
conclude that the movements of our 
several divisions are not being adver- 
tised in advance. The Canadians are 
taking a very prominent part in these 
movements. 

The Mafeking news shows that the 
little garrison was feeling as well as 
could ho expected on April 10. It is 
MOW eleven days since Gen. Carxington 
started from Capetown for Mafeking by 
way of Beira. Allowing four days for 
Ihe sea voyage, he has had a week to 
debark and move across country some 
230 or 300 miles to the Khodesian rail- 
way. He ought in the course ot 
,-iniitlu'r week to cover this distance and 
be ready t" move down to the assistance 
(.r riunier's relief column. Il is not 
likely that WO will hear much of Car- 
rington's movements until ho reaches the 
vicinily of Mafeking. We have not 
even lieen told how many men he lias 
w ith him, but presumably he has what 
is thought to be a stifflcicnt force. It 
w as said that be had some of the second 
Canadian contingent, but this has not 
been confirmed.

Altogether the fire is an ex- 
tremely serious affair, and the sympathy 
of the whole Dominion will go out to the 
sufferers. 



Vol. 2 of the Consolidated Statute 
ridca '08 follows: 

■ "If any pubMc work or building re- 
quires an immediate outiay for the re- 
pair thereof, or any other nconsiou .irises 
where any expenditure not foreseen or 
provided for "by the legislature, is ur- 
gently and immediately required for the 
public ^'ood, then upon tho report of the 
Minister of Finance that there is no par- 
liamentary provision or that the vote is 
oxpentletl, or upon the report of tho min- 
ister having charge of the particular 
service in question that tho expenditure 
is necessary, the LieHtenant-Governor-ln- 
Council may order a special warrant to 
be issiii'd fur the amount Mtimated to he 
required, and the issuance of such war- 
rant shall be sufficient authority to the 
Auditor to authorize the payment out of 
the treasury of the amount so ordered to 
bo expended or paid."' 

That is the only authority under which 
a special warrant fian be issued, and 
even a cursory perusal of it will nhow 
that it does not authorize the expenditure 
of money for purposes tlial imild have 
been foreseen. Hence llie custom has 
grown up of relorring to the special war- 
rants OS "emergency warrants" and to 
the clau:-ie under which they arc issued 
ae the "emergency clause." NN'e inviti 
careful ocrutiug of the iirovisions of tht 
section. The general rule is that no nion 
cy can be expended unless voted by tht 
legislature, but tlie section ii«oti'd, ii 
order to meet some urgent ami iniuiediati 
i-ecinireiiu ut of the public which the Icgis 
lature could mu have anticipated, auth 
(U-izes the I>iculenaut-r!overnnr-in-Coun i 
cil to order a s|u'cial uarnint. The first 
clause ot the sectinn sliuws the class of 
subjects for which such warrants may 
issue, namely, iuniuMlial<' nullay i" re- 
pair. The .^ItK-K) warrant fur the Co- 
mox road is not for repairs at all, but for 
new eon.struction, and is therefore not 
atithorizeil by this portion of the scctimi. 
Wlial follows this tirsl .-lause is u'ovcrn- 
cd by the words "any other occasion 
arises." This language is employed with 
deliberate purpose. When Ave speak of 
an occafiioii arising, we nicaii the happen- 
ing of sianclhiiig. I'or example; In 
some iiarts of Victoria u sowtrage t^ys- 
teni i.i "lugently and Immediately i>-- 
iiniied," but Jt would not bo correct to 
say that an occasion has arisen whereby 
il is "urgently anil iainiediatcly reiiuir- 
ed." .\pplying the language to the <'o- 
inox mad, there is no doubt that the road 
is "urgently and immediately reiinircil." 
but uo occasion has arisen to make it any 
more urgent or immediate than it was 
in the session of 1.^00, wlieii .Mr. Duns- 
miiir. who represented the iMinstitiU'Ucy, 
and Mr. Bryden. who represented tlie ad- 
joining constituency, urged the govi'in- 
nicnt in vain to place a sum in the es- 
timates to provide for the completion of 
the road. A higlnvay from Xanaimo to 
C!omox has been an urgent and iiniiie- 
diate necessity any time during tho last 
ten years, has been brought time and 
.again under the notice of the legislature 
and money has been voted for it. 'i'lw 
legislature knew a.ll about it in ISOlt. 
Nothing has happened since the session 
of 1890 to make tho nocesMity for tli 
road any more urgent. Hy no pnssibi 
argument can the claim be sustaineil that 
the legislntiiro could not have foreseen 
the neee.sr^ity for the expenditure, for it 
was pointed out last year. Thcreforf 
we say it is demonstrated beyond cavil 
that the issuing nf the ,f l,oni) special 
warrant for the f'oinox road is in diri'ct 
violation of law, and that Attorney-CJcii- 
eral Martin luw most grossly dcceiv 
the Lieutenant-Governor as to the power 
of tlie Lioutonaut-Governnr-in-Council in 
the premises. 

We grant that a political emergency 
existed. Mr. Ryder was made finance 
minister. He Iiad absolutely nothing to 
recommend him to the voters of Comox. 
Therefore a bold and illegal attempt has 
been made to bribe those voters into 
supporting him. The extraordinary 
powers vested in tho Lieutcnant-Gover- 
nor-in-Council to grapple with great 
public emergencies have been prostitut 
ed to aid a minister selected at hap 
hazard to secure his election. AVe do 
not feel called upon to make any further 
argument.

Ilyder said that the people of C/O 
mux woiilil return him to Ihe legislature 
because he was i;iviiii-' to iliem $-l,0(H) 
pcuded in the completion of the mam 
trunk road connecting that district with 
Nnnaimo. Most people who read th

The principle 
ittvoirod is of such importance that wo 
must deal with- it in some detail.

Tho Nineteenth Centnr.v says that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurior's speech on the war la 
the most important utterance made on 
the subject by any British statesman, 
and declares that it expresses tho 
views of political loaders throughout the 
ICiupire. We mention this us one of tho 
Higns o£ tho times. Before the people 
of Canada realize it they will be face to 
face with a great Imperial issue. 

Mr. .T. H. Turner said to the Colonint 
yesterday that ho thought a meeting ot 
the ek'ctora of the city of Victoria ought 
to lie called at an oaHy day tn bi' ad- 
dressed l)y the four opposition cundidatos 
ia order that tliey may have an opiior- 
tunity of placing before Ihe people their 
views upon current issues. Tliis woiUd 
ho a very wise course to adopt, and wo 
agree with Mr. Turner in thinking th.nt 
the sooner this is done the better.

lately through the ncgl.'ct of an ollin'r 
to notify iiie that he held my transit, the 
instrument with which I earn my living, 
for duty on the repairs lately made on it 
after a full. It is bad enouTh that it is 
possible In a civilized country to have to 
pay duty upon repairs done to the in- 
strument one earns a living with, especi- 
ally when there is no one in Canada who 
can make the repairs. But the ease is 
aggravated when for throe weeks the 
transiit is hold without any notification 
from tlio custom house. In most cases 
the loss may not bo serious, but this 
' onicer's neglect just as sub-section (c) of 
section 3G of the Mineral Act is expiring 
puts mo to serious pecuniary loss. This 
is no isolated oaso. The pulilic generally 
know what I mean by the annoyance 
the custom house causes needlessly at 
all times and places, but e.speeinlly in 
out-of-the-way places at Christmas time, 
when on Christmas Day or the day bo- 
fore one is notified that a parcel of toys 
for tbe children from tlio Old Country 
or some other little present is held 200 
miles away for 22 cents duty by the 
custom lionse (stamps not accepted). 
Long after Christmas one year lately 
the cnstotn house was full of plum pud- 
dings from tlie Old Country addrcHScd 
to young Englishmen living on ranches 
in this country and held for duty. 
Another case . in my mind is one in 
which a prospector on coming in- from 
the hills tiras^notifiea ;thnt n watch from 
the United Stntea, having been held 
for duty for, many weeks, had been sent 
to the dead letter office or some other 
place. The offlcor seems to bo very 
careless of the feelings nnd convenience 
of the public, knowing that wliatover the 
lo.Ks one can hardly sue the Dominion 
government. .a :.! •'

Ottawa, April 21— An intciostiii^' 
.story is ri'vuiilcd in tli;. papers i)ri)u^'iit 
down to p:irli:iiiu'nt this \vi;('l; witli 
rcfcronce to the valitation of tbu' Ameri- 
can steamer John (J. Ban-, wliit li 
secured a Canadian register at Dawson 
during the summer of IS'JS. It will Ih- 
lenienibercd that al tliat lime Aiuorioaii 
transportation couii)anies brought in a 
considerable uumbor of American bniii 
A'essels to ply ou the waters of tln' 
Yukon, and it may lie of interest to 
state the amounts of duty paid by the 
owners of these vessels in order to 
secure the right to run in Canadian 
waters. The list is as follows: The 
Gold Star paid !$U:iO; Florence .S., .'jiuOO; 
John O. Barr, ijil.'luU; Governor i'iiigree, 
.i;i,225; Philip B. Lowe, .$1,225; \V. K. 
Mervin, §800; Clara, $050: Kideout, 
$1,450. 

The valuation of the John 0. Barr, on 
whieh the duty of Ijil.'loO was collected, 
was given as follows: Hull, $7,000; 
machinery iuid lixtures, $3,000; total 
."illO.OOO. The Canadian steamboat 
owners, realizing that there was some- 
thing wrong with regard to this ap- 
praisement, caused a letter to be sent to 
the department of customs, thioiigli 
Messrs. Boleonrt & McDougall, of Ot- 
tawa, proterting against the appraised 
value find contending that the vessel, 
from her size and appearance, must 
have cost at least .'SnO.nOO.

190O, in whiph lio ex- 
iu-esspd himself ns Stronglj* in favor of 
I the CloTor Point site. He speaks of 
its arecssiblllty and safety, and com- 
mends the city cnunoil for beincr willing 
to divert the road passing it. The price 
asked, however. .'?13,."00. is. in the Oea- 
eral's opinion, exorbitant, the be.=t va'.!!- 
.•itors in the city plni'ing the value as 
between .S.'.OOO . and !?n,0n0. General 
IfntloM therefore recommended that 
steps h(> tal;(>n to exjiropria to the land.

He 
snggoBted'that the government might re- 
strict his Immi^ation by adopting the 
Natal act, which Mr. Chamberlain 
recommended . should be done last year. 
There was a possibility of limiting the 
influx, ' as • he believed many of them 
Avere paupers, and under these circum- 
stances parliament would have the right 
to interfere. The Premier once more 
urged tlmt for Imperial reasons it would 
be inopportune to adopt restrictive meas- 
ures against the Japs, as it ■n-as very 
essential that Canada should bo on 
friendly terms with .Tnpnn. He prom- 
ised, liowever, that the department of 
the interior would look into the legal 
bearings of the Question to see whether 
the Japanese labor came within the re- 
strictions of the immigration laws.

For instance, 
if 300 tons or or(? and iron ore and lime- 
stone Were smelted in a day, at a total 
cost of .'i!l,200, it would mean $1 per ton 
for all materials, and if one-half of this 
3U0 tons was ore, it would mean a smelt- 
ing cost of ,$8 per ton for the ore. Now 
if the ore itself had sulUcieul iron and 
lime to flux itself, it would cost .$4 per 
ton, simply because there whm twice aa 
much ore smelted in a day. I found 
from my samples taken from the mines, 
that the ores contained sullicieut lime to 
luaku a self-iluxiug proposition, which 
will materially lessen the coat of smelt- 
ing. 

"The oi'es carry from one ounce down 
to .02 of an ounce in gqld, and from oue 
to two ounces in silver. As to the proba- 
liie cost of smelting these ores, w« can 
only give npproixmate results; we know, 
however, that the Le lloi smelter at 
Northport, Wash., treats ores at from 
.$4 to .$S per ton, excluding of course de- 
ductions for metals which they may car- 
ry, it i> theri'fore safe to say that with 
our g(}(Ml lluxiiig ores, cheap h.p., etc., 
we ought at least to do as well as thin, 
and we hope to do better."
